BAD STARTS 


Yesterday's Sport at State Fait 
Not Up to Average 


LONG DELAY IN FIRST RACE 


Judges Did Net Arrive at the Time 
Announced. 


WAS AN OFF DAY WITH THE RUNNERS 


The Card Was a Good One and Rac- 
ing Should Have Been Much 
Better—There Are Several 
Good Events for To- 
day. 


The racing at the fair yesterday after- 
noon was not sao good as on previous 
days. The card was fairly good, but 
owing to two accidents and several mis- 
erable starts, the sport was somewhat 


marred. 

The first race of the day was the third 
heat of the 2:21 pacing unfinished from 
the day before. This race was scheduled 
“to take place at 12:30 o’clocK and was so 
announced from the judges’ stand Thurs- 
day afternoon. The horses were not 
called to the post, however, until 1:50 
o'clock, owing to the absence of the 
judges, who should be the last persons to 
cause delay. The people who had gath- 
ered to see the race at the time an- 
nounced were very impatient before the 


event was célled. 

There may be some excuse for a bad 
start in a running race and for delays 
at the post, but it does seem that any 
starter who knows his business could 
get a trotting race off in a few starts. 

The entries for the pacing race were 
the same as the day before—Howard §&, 
Bill, Star Patchen, R T, Patsy B, and 
Twinkle. Twinkle and Patsy B both havy- 
ing won a heat were made the favorites 
and both of them were heavily backed. 
Ag they got away Twinkle had the pole 
and got a little the best of the start. 
On the first lap the horses were pretty 
well together and as they passed the 
grandstand Howard S was leading by 
half a length. On the lower turn Twinkle 
commenced to pull away from her field, 
and from that out it was a procession 
for the little mare. R T and Howard 8S 
made a pretty fight for the place, R T 
winning it in a hard drive. . 

It was cn the next heat that a miser- 
able start was made. Patchen got all 
the worst of the start, being some lengths 
behind the field. On the first turn Patsy 
B broke. On the back stretch in the sec- 
ong jap Twinkle was leading by a good 
margin, but she broke and the field pass- 
ed her before Stiles could get her down. 
With Patsy B and Twinkle virtually out 
of it, Patchen had an easy thing and one 
by one he cut his field down, coming 
home a winner in a hard drive. Patsy 
B came with a rush at the finish and 
beat '‘R T out for second place. 

The third race on the programme was 
a five furlong running race, and after a 
very tedious wait the field got away to 
@& very bad start. with Jack Jay far in 
the lead. Brophy, who was riding Jack 
Jay, took al] the best of his advantage 
- ard he made a runaway raca out of it, 
winning by three or four lengths. 

In the fourth event. which was the 
fifth heat of the pacing race, the horses 
got away together, but just as they 
reached the first turn R T stumbled in 
some manner and fell, throwing Driver 
Clay to the ground with terrible force. 
It was thought that R T’s sulky had 
run against the one driven by Reeves, 
whe was driving Billy, as on-the next

BUCKI SEEMS TO BE A GAY ONE. 


His Wife Gets Divorce and Big 
Alimony. 

Jacksonville, Fla., October 27.—(Spec- 
ial.).—An absolute divorce and §$2.500 per 
annum alimony were granted to Mrs. 
Hattie Bucki by Judge Beach of the su- 
perior court, of New York, this week, 
against her husband Charles L. Bucki, a 
millionare lumber manufacturer of Jack- 
sonville. 

Mrs. Bucki, in her complaint, alleged 
that her husband, who was president of 
the Bucki Pine and Lumber Company, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., was guilty of in- 
fidelity. John Kilpatrick, a colored val- 
et, employed by Bucki while he lived in 
Jacksonville, was cailed upon to prove 
the assertion. Kilpatrick said he had giv- 
en up being a servant, and had become 
a minister. He now has charge of a 
Methodist congregation in Jacksunville. 
He testified that Mrs. Bucki went to vis- 
it her friends in New York, and soon 
after her departure from Jacksonville, 
Mrs. Kate Lawlor came to the house and 
assumed the name of Mrs. Bucki. An 
affidavit was then read, which stated that 
Kate A. Bucki, otherwise Kate A, Law- 
ler, first met Bucki in Central park, New 
York city, in 1897. At his request she 
went to Jaci®onville in 1893, She after- 
ward went back to Buffalo, N. Y., where 
her husband lived. Bucki wrote ietters 
to her, one of which her husband inter- 
cepted and he brought a suit for divorce, 
in which he suceseded. She went back 
to Jacksonville with Bucki, then returned 
to Buffalo, and later he paid her board 
and attendance in St. Vincent's hospital, 
in New York city. Then she was taken 
t=: Belleveue, because he refused to pay 
for her support. It was acknowledged 
that she was to receive money fcr ap- 
pearing in New York as a witness in the 
divorce suit.

New York, October 27.—At the Broad- 
way Athletic Club tonight the slar at- 
traction was a twenty-five round bout at 
138 pounds, between Eddie Conneliy, of 
St. John.

McCOY KNOCKS OUT STEFT. 


Fight Was a Great One and soth 
Men Displayed Skill. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 27.—The initial 
boxing entertainment of the West End 
Athletic Club was held tonight at the 
new quarters in the mammoth coliseum. 
The bright particular star of the night 
was ‘‘Kid’’ McCoy, who appeared with 
Billy Stift, of Chicago, as an opponent. 

McCoy had the advantage of Stift in 
heigiht and reach, but in weight the latter 
was favored by several pounds. For the 
first half dozen rounds Stift appeared in 
great awe of his opponent and remained 
on the defensive, As a matter of fact, Mc- 
Coy was able to draw him out only a few 
times during the thirteen rounds. 

Stift showed that he was a fighter 
and several times had the» ‘‘kjid” in a 
ticklish position. In the eighth McCoy 
took the benefit of the gount, owing to a 
collision and fall, and again jn the twelfth 
when the Chicago boy put him down with 
a terrific right hand punch in the back of 
the neck. 

The ‘‘kid’’ recuperated quickly in each 
instance and continued to force the fight- 
ing. His foot work was beautiful and he 
sidestepped blow after blow. In the thir- 
teenth round McCoy played his left light- 
ly for Stift’s nose, and as the lattér 
raised his guard high the Kid whipped 
his right over iike a flash to the point of 
the jaw. Be 

Stift fell flat on his back and lay mo- 
tionless. After he was counted out; Me- 
Coy carried the fallen man to his corner. 
Stift did not recover his faculties for 
some time. 

Before the middle-weights appeared, 
Casper Leon, of New York and Steve 
Flanagan, of Philadelphia, came on for 
twenty-five rounds to settle their dispute 
as to who was entitled to the title of 
champion bantam-weight of America. 
Flanagan was constantly the aggressor 
and in the last half dozen rounds had his 
opponent in bad shape. Several times 
Leon was on the verge of collapse, but his 
ring generalship saved him. At the end 
of the twnhety-fifth round the referee 
awarded the decision to Flanagan.

One resolution was to restrict member- 
ship of the association to the southern 
states, including Kentucky and Missouri, 
California and the territories of Oklaho- 
ma, the Indian Nation, New Mexico and 
Arizona. Another urged that agriculture 
be taught in rural schools, commended 
agricultural and mechanical colleges, in- 
dustrial and technological schools anid fa- 
vored liberal legislative aid in their be- 
half. 

They commended organization of farm- 
ers’ clubs, state and county fairs. 

They also favored the erection of cot- 
ton factories and cotton oil mills and in 
aid of this recommended the establish- 
ment of textile schools for training ex- 
perts in these industries.

P The faculty are of the opinion that, should 
summer sessions of the university be under- 
taken they should be inaugurated on a scale 
of sufficient magnitude to attract general at- 
tention and a liberal patronage. They have, 
therefore, proposed a very comprehensive and 
extensive scheme of instruction for the initial 
session of 1900, having especially in view the 
probable desires of the teachers of the state. 
The faculty are aware that the sum of $4,000 
would not be sufficient for compensation of the 
officers of instruction at the ratings proposed 
if all the approved courses of instruction should 
be taken. Uncertainty as to the desires and 
preferences of those who may enter for the 
summer session has led to the offering of a 
large number of courses with the reasonable 
probability that some will not be taken and the 
total cost of operation be thereby reduced. 
In the event that a summer session should be 
actually operated in 1900, however, the faculty 
stands ready to conduct all the courses of 
which offerings have been made, without regard 
to adequacy of compensation. In all other re- 
spects the faculty will also be most glad to co- 
operate with your honorable body and the 
teachers of the state in the inauguration and 
operation of this promising addition to the 
university’s usefulness. 


The Courses of Instruction. 


Thera as thirty-four courses in the 
scredule prepared by the faculty, as fol- 
iows: Chemistry, threa courses, Profes- 
sor White; matnematics, eight courses, 
Professor Barrow and Professor Snell- 
ing: biology, one course, Professor Camp- 
bell: Greek, four courses, Professor Bo- 
cock: engineering, three courses, Profes- 
sor Strahan; history and political science, 
three courses, Professor McPherson; rhét- 
orice and English literature, two courses, 
Piofessor Riley; Latin, three courses, 
Professor Hooper; physics and astronomy, 
two courses, Professor Patterson; Ro- 
mance language, three courses, Profes- 
sof Lustrat: agriculture, two courses, 
Professor Starnes.

ridden by Jockey Pat Burrell, was mak- 
ing the circuit of the track, going in the 
right direction. Principle, ridden by 
Jockey Robert Johnson, came out to 
warm up and started up the stretch going 
in the reversa direction. Princtple was a 
beautiful bay. She started off with a 
dash. Johnson did not seem to be able 
to hold her, and when he reached the 
head of the stretch was going at a lively 
clip. Manana was making the turn from 
the back stretch and coming at a good 
gait preparatory to making a dash down 
the home stretch. Just about the mid- 
die of the turn the horses came together. 


As the two racers struck, both of them. 


were thrown up in the air. The riders 


could not be clearly seen in the approach- 
ing darkness, and in an instant both 
steeds and riders were on tha ground. 
A groan went up from the throng in the 
grandstand—women screamed and there 
was a rush from the paddock to the 
fallen racers. It was a thrilling spee- 
tacle to those who were watching, and 
sa quickly did it occur that it was hard 
to realize what had happened. In a mo- 
ment tha report spread that both jockeys 
had been Killed, and it was easy to be- 
lieve, for it looked impossible for them 
ever to come out of such a terrible colli- 
sion alive. Color was given th's report 
by the fact that both boys were uncon- 
scious when the crowd got to them. Ma- 
nana wag probably dead before any one 
reached her. 

The Injuries Sustained. 

Pat Burrell, the boy who was riding 
Manana, wag unconscious, but it proved 
afterwards when he was taken to the 
Grady hospital that he had only re- 
ceived a severe blow on the head and 
he will probably be out today, as he was 
resting well last night. 

Robert Johnson, the boy who was ridé 
ing Principle, did not get off with such 
slight injuries. At the hospital his under 
jawbone was found to be broken and 
his shoulder blade also shattered. The 
doctors at the hospital announced last 
night that they did not consider his 
injuries fatal, and that it would only 
be a matter of time before he recovered. 
The police were on the scene in a minute 
and as soon as the boys were able to be 
moved they were taken to the hospital 
in the patrol wagon. Both of the injured 
jeckiesy were negroes. 3 

As soon as the accident occurred Dr. 
Carnes, the veterinary surgeon. was tele- 
phoned for, and in a few minutes he 
was On the scene with his equine ambu- 
lance. Dr. Carnes found that Manana 
had suffered a fracture of the spine, 
which means instant death. Manana 
never moved after once falling to the 
ground. Principle was thought to be 
dead also, but after making an exami- 
nation Dr. Carnes found that the horse 
had only suffered a concussion of the 
spine, which dces not always prove fa- 
tal. The injured racer was taken to Dr. 
Carens’s equine hospital, and la&t night 
Dr. Carnes stated that he thought the 
injured anima] would recover. 

Manana was owned by J. B. Minton. of 
Atlanta, and was priced at $400, Prin- 
ciple ia owned by J. Reedy, of Charles- 
ton, and is valued at $206. The last race 
of the day in which ‘both of the injured 
horses were to take part was, of course, 


not run. Principle was looked on as 
a sure winner by the Knowing ones and 
the bookmakers had taken in a large 
number of bets on her.

The conference was attended by Presi- 
dent Samuel Spencer, of the Southern;

ticn. This will prove objectionable, too, 
to property owrers in the vicinity of the 
station because of the noise and smoke: 

However, @rad@ crossings will be abol- 
ished, no street need be closed, a viaduct 
Will be unnecessary on Whitehall and 
thera will be no subways. 

A great gain to the roads will be the 
additional] room gained by elevating the 
track4 and keeping the offices and wait- 
ing rooms on the eround floor. 

If the state agree to the proposition of 
the roads, it will secure a most valuable 
improvement on its property. 

It is probable that the roads will offer 
tu build the station provided the state 
will extend the lease on the present ter- 
minal or will buy the depot building 
from them at the end of twenty years 
at three-fifths of its original cost or at 
a price to be fixed at the end of twenty 
years by a board of impartial arbitra- 
tors. ° :

It ig absolutely certain that the roads 
wil! not spend their money on a new sta- 
tion on the state's ground if the building 
reverts to the state in 1920. 

It is no secret that the principal advo- 
cate of the Adler-Corthell-McDaniel 
plans has been Mr. M. H. Smith. He is 
a wonderfully strong man and it is no 
surprise that he carried his point. Mr. 
Smith stated one day last week to a 
representative of The Constitution that 
Atlanta ought to have a new passenger 
station and he said that he would use 
his influence to get one. The plans men- 
tioned above were prepared under his 
direction, 

Aa The Constitution has stated before, 
Me. Smith and Mr. Spencer control the 
situation. Mr. Smith is interested in 
threa roads which use the station and 
Mr. Spencer is interested {n all the other 
lines except the Seaboard. 

Mr. Adler is a Chicago architect. Mr. 
Corthell is a civil engineer of Chicago 
and New York. Mr. McDaniel is now 
connected with the Big Four rallroad in 
Cincinnati. Formerly he lived in Atlanta 
and once was city engineer. These plans 
which the roads are reported to have 
adopted are an evolution. Mr. McDaniel 
proposed something like them. several 
years ago. He and Mr. Corthell sub- 
mitted a report on the passenger station 
matter nearly ten yearga ago. 

Aa hag been explained at different times 
in The Constitution, these plans ag mod- 
ified in September, provide for elevated 
tracks, which would require the lifting 
of. Broad street bridga four feet. White- 
hali, Pryor and Loyd would have ta be 
cut down two feet so that trolley cars 
could pass under the tracks. Pryor street 
would remain open and would be cov- 
ered by the station. The waiting rooms 
would be on the ground floor, about 
where the present waiting rooms are. 
but much larger, of course, only the 
ceilings would be low. Passengers would 
reach their trains overhead by ascend- 
ing broad stairways. There would be no 
crossing of tracks to reach trains. 

The shed would extend out across Loyd 
street. 

It is @stimated that a station bullt on 
these plans with the approaches woul 
cost $606,008. — 

One important feature is that the pro- 
posed new station can be built over the
